As tho early northern night fell the

TROOPS .AID GOVERNMENT. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 2, 3 p. m.— 


The government's strongly worded an- 
nouncement, yesterday, that it proposes 
to pursue to t.ho bitter end the policy of 
putting down the "reds," following on. 
the heels of the crushing of the revolt at 
Moscow demonstrates the confidence of 
Premier Witte's government that it has 
the ability to complete the t:isk it has 
undertaker. The main cause of this con-, 
fidtnicc is the fidelity displayed by the 
troops. .That the government was. un- 
certain of how t'nr the extensive propa- 
ganda conducted by. the revolutionists in 
tho army had shaken the loyalty of'the 
troops is unquestionable, but the events 
of the last fortnight it seems .to believe 
have proved completely reassuring ou 
this point. 


TO KEEP FAITH WITH PEOPLE. 


Despite the rigorous, ruthless fashion 


in which the war against the "reds" is 
conducted the government is taking 
every opportunity by word and act to 
try to prove to the public that the re- 
pression of the revolutionists does not 
involve the abandonment of the reform 
program, but that on the contrary their 
suppression is necessary in order that 
tho lieu- regime may be realized. 


WAITS ON DOUMA'S ACTION. 


It was learned.today by the Associated 


Press, through Premier Witte 
himself 


that last night's report that he was urg- 
ing the immediate promulgation of a 
constitution is incorrect. 


"Until the douma meets," he said, "I 


stand (irmly on the manifesto of October 
SO. Not one step in advance nor not 
one step in the rear will I go until the 
douma assembles. All the energies of 
the government are now consecrated to 
the work of making possible the convo- 
cation of the representatives of the na- 
tion at the earliest possible moment."

.limits YV. Wadsworth, Jr., who is Gov- 
ernor Higgins' candidate for speaker, is 
practically assured if the vote be taken 
by open roll call, his defeat almost cer- 
tain would be the result of a .secret bal- 
lot. A few more votes were claimed for 
him today. On the other hand, his oppo- 
nents declared that they were surer than 
they were last night of ability to compel 
n secret ballot.

Roosevelt looked at his right hand with 
ail inquiring gaze. He felt each finger, 
shut and opened it half a dozen times 
and waggled it buck Mid forth at the 
wrist. Then 
he made it into a big, 


knotted list, shook that fist playfully at 
youii" Lieut. Sheridan, son of Phil Sheri- 
dan, who is one of the white house aides, 
and said: "I guess it is. all right. At 
any rate I can use it yet." 


The last man went by the president at 


the New Year's reception at 2:43. He 
was number 9,032. The first man was 
Vice President Fairbanks. The, last was 
a colored man who wore a black broad- 
cloth suit, carried a plug hat .and grin- 
ned 
expansively. The president told 


Vice President Fairbanks he was "de- 
lighted." He used that greeting about 
half the time. For the other half'he 
used "so glad; so glad." Altogether it 
wns'a halcyon occasion. The weather 
was perfect. The sun shone brilliantly 
and the air was warm. 


PRESIDENT HAPPY AS A CHILD. 
There were more than a thousand more 


pcopie who wanted to shake tho presi- 
dent's hand this year than last. lie was 
happy as a child. He would have stood 
•there until ;30 -o'clock-lit Tiighfc jfc.tliore 
hud been people to come'along'to whom 
he could be ''delighted." 


A most charming feature of the recep- 


tion .was the appearance of Miss Roose- 
velt 
and 
her fiance, Representative 


Nicholas Longworth. They were over- 
whelmed with attentions and congratu- 
lations.' Uncle Joe Cannon congratulat- 
ed them twice. 


Throughout the entire reception Pres- 


ident Roosevelt stood in his characteris- 
tic attitude, his left hand iu his pocket, 
and shook hands joyously. Mrs..Roose- 
velt did not continue the handshaking, 
after the cabinet, the diplomatic corps- 
and surprcmc court had passed. She had- 
a-pleasant smile 'for each one, but stood- 
slightly back from the president, so as 
to avoid the necessity of shaking hands.' 


'PRESIDENT CLOSELY GUARDED. 
Every.-precaution was taken to safc- 


gijurd the president. A policeman was 
stationed 
at the main door through 


which the general public wns admitted 
and anybody carrying his hand iu his 
pocket was made to take it out before 
entering the building. Along the lino 
leading to the blue room was a cordon 
of white house policemen and in the red 
room stood Chief Wilkie of the secret 
service and two of his assistants. Di- 
rectly behind the president was anoth- 
er secret service man and opposite him 
were eight of his personal aids. 


Outside, in the marble corridor tho 


seventy-two musicians of the Marine 
band furnished a long series of popular 
music. 


LONG LINE OF PEOPLE. 


The first day of the year dawned 


bright nnd crisp, a heavy frost was melt- 
ed away in the early morning by a flood 
of sunshine. By 0 o'clock the long line 
of citizens who were to be received after 
the representatives of the sovereigns of 
the world und the various officials of the 
American goVcrnment had pnssed down, 
the receiving line began forming iu front 
of vhc white house gates and by etevcn 
o'clock, t'le hour for the reception to be- 
gin, the cnlunm stretched along the front 
of the state, war and navy building .ind 
gave promise of one of the largest re- 
ceptions in the history of the 
white 


house. 


Eleven o'clock was the hour set for the 


reception of the vice president, the mem- 
bers of the cabinet nnd their families. 


I'or the first time in nmny years, no 


one wns lacking from the prcHident'^of- 
ficiitl family. Vice President and Mrs. 
Fairbanks took up their position in the 
receiving, line as they entered, and the 
members of the cabinet, with their 
wives, did likewise as soon as they had 
greeted President a ml Mrs. Roosevelt.

PRESIDENT IS NEUTRAL 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2,—A statement 


in cable dispatches from London that 
President Roosevelt has expressed "his 
hearty sympathy" with the liberal' party 
in Great Britain induces no direct state- 
ment from the president. While the 
president probably received D. N. Mason, 
the-candidate for the British parliament 
who referred to his "friendly interview" 
with the president, no rccoljection of Mr. 
Mason's cikll is entcrtainod.by either the 
president or officiate at .the White House. 
The' president makes it plain, however, 
that he gave to nobody on expression of 
sympothj' with any political' party-of 
Great Britain or "with the candidates of 
any party. 


Last Saturday evening a rather cos- 


mopolitou crowd assembled uround a ta- 
ble in one of the down town restaurants, 
there being present, a German, a Swede, 
a Jew, a Venezuelan, and a Dane, and 
the conversation was very animated and 
spirited, carried on in the one .great in- 
ternational language, English: 


'The man about whom the greatest in- 


terest centered without doubt was. the 
gentleman from Venezuela, Col. Leopojdo 
Terrero of Caracas, who arrived in this 
city only a couple of days ago .being 
conimissioned by a Racine man to. do 
some.

As it is not every day one meets a 


Venezuelan, nud as it is still more sel- 
dom to meet one who has taken active 
part in all the recent battles in that 
'small South American country, it was 
only natural that many questions were 
fired at the colonel, who willingly gave 
all the information needed. 


CASTRO ONCE POOR MAN. - 


When asked about how a president is 


elected in Venezuela, the colonel replied: 
"He elects himself," and further said that 
he also elects his congress ns.well as his 
cabinet; Castro, the present ruler, was 
before he became ^president, u. poor sol- 
dier, and now his,wealth is estimated at 
about ?l'0,000,6oO, which shows that it is 
a rather profitable business to be presi- 
dent there. 


FEELING EVENLY DIVIDED. 


Col, Terrero was asked how his pcopie 


felt during the Spanish-American war, 
nnd his answer wns: "It irould be most 
natural to think that the sympathies 
were chieflV on the Spanish side becauuc 
of the blood relationship; such, however, 
was not the case, for it can be said that 
the sympathies were about divided just' 
as they were in this country during the 
Boer war. 


Our people arc ignorant, I dare sny, 


even more ignorant than the subjects of 
the czar of Russia, still, we have three 
pood universities, a military academy, 
n n d - a large number of public schools; 
railroads, street cars and the like public' 
utilities are unknown in ,our country, 
whereas the telephone is being extensive- 
ly used.

McCall some time ago.promised to make 
good; this sum unless .Hamilton, who was 
legislative agent for the big- .company, 
rendered an accounting. 
On receipt. of 


Mr. McCall's letter accompanying, the 
check and note, a meeting of the board 
of-trustees was 
called for tomorrow. 


While no official statement on the sub- 
ject was obtainable it was accepted as a 
fact . that Mr. McCall's • resignation 
as 


president will be presented to the trus- 
tees tomorrow. 


McCALL RETIRES A POOR MAN.

ed ,to accept' the presidency of the com- 
pany. Mr. Orr said he would prefer that 
some one else be selected for the place 
permanently, but he offered to act as.- 
president until some one else is named.

Moscow demonstrates the confidence of 
'romier Witte's government that it has

The main cause of this con- 
fidence is the fidelity displayed by the 
troops. That the government Was. un- 
certain of hov.' far tho extensive propa- 
;anda conducted by the revolutionists in 
the army had shaken the loyalty of the 
roops is unquestionable, but the events 
of the last fortnight it seems to believe 
lave proved completely reassuring on 
;his point. 


TO KEEP FAITH WITH PEOPLE. 
Despite the rigorous, ruthless fashion 


11 which the war against the "reds" is 
jonductcd the government is taking 
every opportunity by word and act to 
try to prove to the public that the re- 
gression of the revolutionists does not 
involve the abandonment of the reform 
program, biit that on the contrary their 
suppression is necessary in order that 
the new regime may be realized. 


WAITS ON DOUMA'S ACTION. 


It was learned.today by the Associated 


Press, through Premier Witte himself 
that last night's report that he was urg- 
ing the immediate promulgation of a 
ionstitution is incorrect. 


(;Until the douma meets," he said, "I 


stand (irmly on the manifesto of October 
30. Not one step in advance nor not 
one step in the rear will I go until the 
dounm assembles. All the energies of 
the government are now consecrated to 
the work of making possible the convo- 
cation of the representatives of the na- 
tion at the earliest possible moment."

Hi^gins' Man ior Speaker Sure

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 2.—Thc fight to 


compel or to prevent a secret ballot in 
the republican assembly caucus tonight 
at which the speaker of the assembly 
for the coming session will virtually be 
chosei:, was resumed today with increas- 
ed intensity and bitterness. This issue 
has overshadowed the direct question of 
who will be speaker, because all concede 
that while the choice of Assemblyman 
James W. Wadsworth, Jr., who is Gov- 
eruor Higgins' candidate for speaker, is 
practically assured if the vote be taken 
by open roll call, his defeat almost cer- 
tain would be the result of a secret bal- 
lot. A few more votes were claimed for 
him today. 
On the other hand, his oppo- 


nents declared that they were surer than 
they were last night of ability to compel 
a secret ballot. 


SUICIDE IS FEAEED 


Did some one row out- into the lake in 


a sma!I row boat a.nd suicide by jump- 
ing overboard?

o'clock yesterday afternoon 
President 


Roosevelt looked at his right hand with 
an inquiring gaze. He felt each finger, 
shut and opened it half a dozen times 
and waggled it back and forth at the 
wrist. Then he made it into a big, 
knotted list, shook that list playfully at 
young Lieut. Sheridan, son of Phil Sheri- 
dan, who is one of the white house aides, 
and said: "I guess it is. all right. At 
any rate I can use it yet." 


The last man went by the president at 


the New Year's reception at 2:43. He 
was number 0,052. The first man was 
Vice President Fairbanks. The last was 
a colored man who wore a black broad- 
cloth suit, carried a plug hat and grin- 
ned 
expansively. The president 
told 


Vice President Fairbanks he was "de- 
lighted." He used that greeting about 
half the time. For the other half he 
used "so glad; so glad." Altogether it 
was'a halcyon occasion. The weather 
was perfect. The sun shone brilliantly 
and the air was warm. 


PRESIDENT "HAPPY AS A CHILD, 
There were more than a thousand more 


people who wanted to shake the presi- 
dent's hand this year than last. He was 
happy as a child. He would have stood 
there- until 10 o'clock- at••iigh-t.jf; there 
had been people to come along to whom 
he could be "delighted." 


A most charming feature of the recep- 


tion.was the appearance of Miss Roose- 
velt 
and her fiance, Representative 


Nicholas Longworth. They were over 
whelmed with attentions and congratu- 
lations. Uncle Joe Cannon congratulat- 
ed them twice. 


Throughout the entire reception Pres- 


ident Roosevelt stood in his characteris- 
tic attitude, his left hand in his pocket, 
and sho.ok hands joyously. Mrs. Rooso- 
velt did not continue the handshaking 
after the cabinet, the diplomatic corps 
and surprcme court had passed. She hud 
a.pleasant smile for each one, but stood 
slightly back from the president, so as 
to avoid the necessity of shaking hands; 


''PRESIDENT CLOSELY GUARDED. 
Every precaution was taken to safe- 


guard the president. A policeman was 
stationed at the main door 
through 


which the general public was admitted 
and anybody carrying his hand in his 
pocket was made to take it out before 
entering the building. Along the lino 
leading to the blue room was a cordon 
of white house policemen and in the red 
room stood Chief Wilkie of the secret 
service and two of his assistants. Di- 
rectly behind the president was anoth- 
er secret service man and opposite him 
were eight of his personal aids. 


Outside, in the marble corridor the 


seventy-two musicians of the 
Marine 


band furnished a long series of popular 
music. 


LONG LINE OF PEOPLE. 


The first day of the year 
dawned 


bright and crisp, a heavy frost was melt- 
ed away in the early morning by a flood 
of sunshine. By 0 o'clock the long line 
of citizens who wore to be received after 
the representatives of the sovereigns of 
the world and the various officials of the 
American government had passed down, 
the receiving line began forming in front 
of -the white house gates and by eleven 
o'clock, the hour for the reception to be- 
gin, the column stretched along the front 
of the state, war and navy building and 
gave promise of one of tho largest re- 
ceptions in the history of the 
white 


house. 


Eleven o'clock was the hour set for the 


reception of the vice president, the mem- 
bers of the cabinet and their families. 


For the first time in many years, no 


one was lacking from the prcsident'fjfof- 
flcial family. 
A'ice President and Mrs. 


Fairbanks took up l.hcir position in the 
receiving line ns they entered, and the 
members of the cabinet, with 
their 


wives, did likewise as soon as they had 
greeted President ond Mrs. Roosevelt. 


DIPLOMATIC CORPS THERE.

BUND. The Jewish revolutionary organization, which is working for the es- 


tablishment of full local government for Poland. It is the best organized revo- 
lutionary force in Russia and its work in Warsaw has completely terrorized the 
local authorities there. 


ZEMSTVOISTS are the members of the various municipal governments

Russia who wore the first to begin a systematic agitation this year for the grant 
ing of a constitution.

"State teachers should decide 
upon 


their return to their fields of work from 
the state convention at Milwaukee, to 
teach pupils not to 'swap' apple cores, 
chewing gum, candy, 'all-day suckers,' 
whistles, bean blowers or anything thnt 
is habitually put in the'mouth," declares 
Health Commissioner F. M. Scliulz. 


"The increase . in contagious diseases, 


as soon as schools open after a vacation, 
is not due entirely to the fact that large 
numbers of children arc gathered togeth- 
er, but to their careless habits. 


"If the question of disease did not en- 


ter at all, the matter ought to be given 
more attention by teachers. Cleanliness, 
decency and refinement of manners are 
quite as important as reading, writing 
and arithmetic.

dren in sanitary living: 


"Do not spit; it is rarely necessary.

STRIKE VIOLENCE STATISTICS 


Over One Hondred Killed »nd 1SOO Injured 


nnrlne the Pant Tear. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 20.—The fol- 


lowing abstract of a paper on "Violence 
in Labor Disputes" by T. S. Adams ot 
the University of Wisconsin, wnfr read at / 
the fifth session of the American Econo-; 
mic association: 


The only statistics of strike-violenca 


which we have, show, that between Jan| .; 
1, 1802 and-June 30, 1904, ISO persona . 
were killed. 1,051 injured and 5,533 or- 
rested in strikes in the United States. 
This showing is distressing enough, but. 
comparatively speaking strike violence ia 
insignificant. More lives are taken in 
lynching bees than in strikes; and in an 
average year there are probably four 
times as many arrests in Greater New 
York alone for assault and battery, than 
in the whole United States for 
violence in strikes. 


The importance of strike violence ia 


the intimidation and coercion whose ex- 
istence it reveals and which almost in- 
variably 
accompany strikes. The law

moisten them with the lips.

.scattered revolutionists there are only 
able to keep a feeble show of resistance 
to the troops and the workmen's coun- 
cil realizing that the revolt is crushed is 
negotiating terms for the strikers who 
participated in the uprising 
with 
the 


view of calling off the strike on Monday. 
Nevertheless, the radical papers of St. 
Petersburg continue to 
inflame 
theii 


readers with stories of desperate fighting 
in the streets of Moscow, representing 
the revolutionists as being in- complete 
possession of ten squares of the 
city 


which the troops with all their machine 
guns are unable to procure. The papers 
print columns of descriptive matter, rep- 
resenting the revolutionists fighting val- 
iantly behind barricades 
standing 
on 


'heaps of corpses of their comrades. The 
.Molva prints an interview with a stud- 
ent 'who has arrived here .from Moscow 
in which the student says that horror of 
th-e sights he witnessed was driving him 
insane and he was forced to flee. 


! 
TO GET INSTRUCTIONS.' 


It seems established that some mem- 


bers of the fighting organizations of the 
German and other foreign socialists have 
come to Russia to instruct the revolu- 
tionists in the use of arms, the art of 
constructing barricades and the manufac- 
ture of bombs. Although now it is only 
a question of time when the flames of 
open revolt will be extinguished, the 
Moscow revolutionists have made good 
use of their instruction to start fires 
elsewhere. 


WORKMEN SEIZE THE TOWN. 


For the first time the provinces cast of 


Moscow in the heart of Great Russia, are 
affected. 
At Zlatoust, a town in the 


government of Oofa whore a large gov- 
ernment arms factory is situated, the 
workmen seem to be in complete posses- 
sion of the town. They have seized the 
works, hoisted the red flag, have declared 
a republic, and all the authorities have 
been made captives and are threatened 
with instant death if troops are sent to 
Zlatoust. In addition the workmen have 
organized themselves into a small army 
and daily parade the streets, headed by a 
band of music playing the "Marseillaise." 
Here too German socialists have appear- 
ed. 


ROTTED BY TROOPS. 


At Samora, ne.ar Nizhni Novgorod; also 


a large manufacturing town. 20,000 work- 
men roso and attempted

on 


Nizhnivogonxl, but were met by troops 
with artillery and were routed with the 
loss of several score of men. Eventually

that immense plant. It was 5 o'clock 
when they arrived at the J. I. Case 
T. M. Co., but on account of the lateness 
of the day it was impossible to take them 
through, but officers urged them to re- 
main over a.nd inspect the factory today. 
This they could not do and walking back 
to their train

for 
Chicago.

Daring the Past Tear. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 20.—The fol- 


lowing abstract of a paper on "Violence 
in Labor Disputes" by T. S. Adorns ot 
the University of Wisconsin, was read at 
the fifth sessiou of the American Econo- 
mic association: 


The only statistics of strike -violencs 


which we have, show that between Jan. 
1, 1802 and -June 30, 1904, 180 persons 
were killed, 1,051 injured and 5,533 ar- 
rested in strikes in the United States. 
This showing is distressing enough, but 
comparatively speaking strike violence is 
insignificant. More lives are taken in 
Ivnching bees than in strikes; and in an 
average year there are probably four 
times as many arrests in Greater New 
York alone for assault and battery, than 
in the whole United States for simjlar 
violence in strikes. 


The importance of strike violence is 


the intimidation and coercion whose ex- 
istence it reveals and which almost in- 
variably acuompany strikes. 
The law 


against intimidation and wrongful coer- 
cion however, is not enforced; and this 
is largely due to the fact that the law 
on conspiracy is unequal, weighing more 
heavily on trade unions than employer*, 
and penalizing acts which are easily dis- 
covered whan performed by large com* 
binations of workingmen, but are utter-.; 
ly beyond detection when performed by; 
employers.

THAT SHANGHAI AFFAIR. 


Sufficient information has been receiv- 


ed from China to pretty well prove that 
the recent disturbances in Shanghai in 
which several Americans received injuries 
had nothing whatever to do with the al- 
leged boycott against our goods and pro- 
ducts. It is estimated that the riot orig- 
inated ovoiya native feeling against the 
mixed court 
composed 
of 
foreigners, 


which in the foreign settlement of that 
city asserts the right to collect licenses 
and taxes, this being the tenor of the in- 
formation convoyed to oxir government. 


It is stated the British assessor of the 


foreign settlement in asserting this con- 
tention .and trying to collect taxes of the 
Chinese merchants, brought about 
the 


hostility of the natives and a riot was 
started in which some Americans became 
involved. This foreign mixed court and 
the local authorities of Shanghai have 
frequently crossed each other and 
this, 


time to the extent of actual rioting. This 
mixed court as it is called is a rather sin- 
gular ulinir and it is no 
surprise that 


quarreling is frequent. 


The court sits with a Chinese magis- 


trate and a representative of some for- 
eign power power, these sitting

But still the laws furnish and rem- 
edies for unjust libels and this would 
naturally cover ribald pictures and cari- 
catures. 
In tittered words as well as ex- 


pressed caricatures motives may be plead 
in excuse, mitigation or 
justification. 


Public officials may be fairly criticised 
a.s to the bearings of their oflicial acts, 
neglect of duties, or inisadministration, 
but such criticisms have no bearing upon 
the persona] character as to honesty. 
Even the decisions of courts may be al- 
so criticised and reviewed, but evidently 
enough such are entirely improper while 
any case is in progress of hearing. Libel 
depends upon'the motive and these pic- 
torial 
representations partake of the 


same nature.

have the right to secure through freight 
way bills to Atlantic'.; ports, will be 
hardly satisfactory. The government of 
the United States in, by assent of the 
people, purchasing this railroad which a<l- 
poins 
the 
proposed ca.nal route, and 


then operating the railroad for general 
trade, should not put up the pitiful ex- 
cuse that on account of the piling up of 
traffic nnd of other troubles, it can not 
issue through way bills to any 
except 


those who possess regular lines of steam- 
ers, have regular hours of sailing, and 
have facilities at ports for doing cer- 
tain forms of business. 


For if this Is the size, of the abilities 


of the government to do business upon 
its own railroad, it will effectually kill 
all discussion about being operated by 
the government with this sort of thing in 
y.ogue, and preferences being given fav- 
ored'big shippers because forsooth these 
had more facilities than the smaller fel- 
lows, and of then backing up its course 
by > .asserting the crowded condition 
of 


things required this .special treatment.. 


This sort of thing might come natural- 


ILLITERATE. 


A late census bulletin imparts the in- 


formation that illiteracy in the Unite..! 
States 
is somewhat 
more in evidence 


than many people supposed in reading 
of the various tables of illiteracy. Com- 
piled in the aggregate the bulletin says 
in every one thousand people 
in 
the 


country the large number of 10G are un- 
able to write, practically thus one per- 
son out of every ten is illiterate taking 
the white population classified as native 
forty-six of every thousand 
can 
not 


write, of the foreign born one out of 
every twenty, and of the colored popu- 
lation 445 out of every thousand can no" 
write. 
These figures are given for nil 


those over ten years of age, and if ex- 
tended up to the voting ogc would be 
reduced in number. 


The census of 1000 gave the total pop- 


ulation at 7(i,303,387 which docs not in- 
clude Porto liico, the 
Philippines 
or 


Guam, but does Hawaii, this latter be- 
ing credited with a population of 154,001. 
Of this population (i,]SO.OGO are illiterate 
and of this number 5,224,22(3 can not 
C'ither read, or \vrite. The colored popu- 
lation classified as illiterate number 2,- 
979,32)3, 
2,BUM,43!> 
unable to read 
or 


write. 
The white population illiterate 


number 3,200,741! of this number 2,nr>4,- 
737 being unable to either read or write. 
The 1000 census further gives the infor- 
mation that the number of voting age 
is 21,320,81!) and of this number the il- 
literate number 2,320,200 less than one in 
every ten. 


RUSSIA WILL EJ1E11GE. 


Because one. form of governmental tyr- 


anny is being overthrown in Russia it 
does not follow tit all that another form 
of proposed government should be in- 
stalled, with its members of .beliefs at 
total variance with a great majority of 
the population. 
Because of the closing 


of the despotic days of the government, 
of a cxnr, it is no reason the social dem- 
ocrats or the anarchists or other bodies 
of disturbers of social order should at- 


I tain control, and the later news from the 
Russian empire indicates tho intense rad- 
ical influence, with the social democrats 
who would, if in power, qucstionally in- 
deed effect any needed improvement i?i 
social order, is passing and conservative- 
ness regaining its control. 


The czar must cither go, or else, a con- 


stitutional form of government install- 
ed, fit as near as possible for present 
needs erf the people. 
So many millions 


have long hern involved in darkness, in 
the rankest ignorance, and so suffered 
under an intolerable despotism, a despot- 
ism inlHcted upon taho educated as tho 
uneducated, that the light of a liberty of 
personal action and of thought, must 
not be taken ns the license for ail forms 
of social convulsions and of tyranny in 
another form. 


If: .should bo considered 
n 
civilized 


world viewing the horrible slaughters of 
the Jewish people, of the awful cruelties 
inflicted, views the corning ctnniicipntion 
of the people of Russia as onn to be well 
guarded and controlled. The killing of 
thousands of helpless people ie no good 
sign of the fitness of the people of that 
country to govern themselves, and yet 
it is a condition growing out of: the intol- 
erable tyranny of the centuries. 


The unfit conditions must bo removed 


as time permits nnd education allows, 
and the new dispensretion of much larger 
liberty and just personal rights insured, 
will with the ever growing intelligence of 
the people in duo time bring about the 
form of government best suited to the 


• conditions and of their needs. 
Mean- 


while all oppression should-cerise, liberty 
of speech and of the presu given, of pub- 
lic meetings freely held without, hin- 
drance, and of a proper personal right of 
entrance and of departure from the coun- 
try and to and from all parts of the em- 
pire guaranteed. Personal government 
must eease and constitutional govern- 
ment be installed. 
• 


THE ISLAND OF PISES. 


It is very unfortunate any number of 


Americans were induced for any reasons 
in locating and settling down on the is- 
land of Pines under any belief such is- 
land was in fact American territory and 
did not belong to Cuba. 


The report of Senator Foraker made 


public together with the statements of 
Secretary Taft demonstrate conclusively 
the island of Pines was Spanish territory 
that after the end of the war belonged 
to Cuba beyond contention. The follow- 
ing is the Foraker statement as briefed 
by a Washington correspondent, Senator 
Foraker making such report as a mem- 
ber of the foreign relations committee: 


"The senator found, as Secretary Root 


already has found, that the island 
is 


clearly the property of Cuba and it could 
not be taken away from that republic ex- 
cept by an act of downright injustice and 
aggression. 


"His report also insists 
that 
there 


never has been any legal declaration by 
nny authorized oflicial 
of the 
United 


States to the effect that this island had 
been or would be held ns American terri- 
tory.',1 He showed, on tho contrary, that 
for a century before the Spanish war the 
Isle of Pines had been an administrative 
part of Cuba and never had enjoyed any 
other sovereignty. 


"It was shown that the island was not 


mentioned in the treaty of poace be- 
cause no one doubted it was a part of 
Cuba. It was reserved subsequently, ac- 
cording to the report, for future settle- 
ment a.s to its ownership out of defer- 
ence to the wishes of some Americans, 
who had settled there and also in order 
to furnish mca.ns of compelling the Cub- 
ans to carry out their promises regard- 
ing a naval station. 


"It is said that the Isle of Pines treaty 


surely will be ratified by the senate, al- 
though there will be a light, led by Sen- 
ator Penrose of Pennsylvania, 
one of 


whose Pit.tsburg constituents is the prin- 
cipal stockholder in the Isle of Pines Im- 
provement company, 
which 
hopes 
to 


make a summer resort there." 


This should bo conclusive enough and 


unfortunate as it may he for a number 
of our citizens who have located 
down 


there, nothing is more certain than that 
congress will certainly decline to inter- 
fere in any manner as would infer we 
regarded the hold of Cuba without merit. 


A>'D THE CITIZEN. 


Governor Hoch uf "Kansas must realize 


the utter failure of his state to throw 
down the Standard Oil octopus, for he 
lately charges this company with robbing 
the people of tho state of $00,000 per day 
or a little matter of $22,000.000 per year 
through not paying a proper sum to the. 
oil producers. He states a third less is 
being now paid out for slate produced oil 
than a year ago by the .Standard, and 
that it could easily pay a dollar more per 
barrel nnd still make large profits. 


Both Kansas and the Standard enjoy 


the taxing power as do all of our great 
trusts, but unfortunately while the stato 
is controlled upon positive lines and may 
not assess one citizen more than another 
upon the same amounts, the others can 
allix any tax they arc minded for their 
productions to consumers 
and agents, 


nnd coupled with this the other tremend- 
ous nd.vant.agc of paying the 
producers 


any price they are so minded to pay. 
Kvcn in effective legislation the 
great 


corporations have conclusively proved 
the state is extremely limited as to pow- 
er ami as fact, practically powerless to 
redress admitted wrongs. 


STAGE IJVDKCE.VOrES. 


An exchange comments upon the bale- 


fulness of some of our modern stage 
productions, and says: 
"The New York 


press is protesting loudly against tho dis- 
position of some modern playwrights to 
dump their immoral garbage on the. stage 
before 
resentful 
audiences. Doubtless 


the practice is oll'ensive, but it may be 
said 
iu defense of those who 
produce 


such filth that they h:ivo been encourag- 
ed to do so by the apparent apprecia- 
tion of plays, which, while presenting a 
decorous exterior, are brimful of sugges- 
tion of the putridity beneath." 


This has a sound of great truth. Many 


an audience has witnessed stage costum- 
ing and that too in plays whose action 
called for nothing of the sort, where the 
indecency in fact called for rebuke, but 
none Iins been forthcoming. 
American 


audiences have much to answer for and 
the modern playwright producing plays 
termed indecent are not wholly to be 
blamed. 


THE FIRST EJEGIMVI1VO. 


A proposition is made to encourage 


the enlargement of business on all tho 
free rural mail routes by making n very 
low rate upon parcels originating from 
any such distributing otlico on such route. 
This rate is fixed at three cents a pound, 
and packages to be not over five pounds. 
This recommendation made by the fourth 
assistant postmaster general applies the 
rate mentioned only to packages deposit- 
ed in tlic local postouice for delivery to 
boxes on routes emanating from that of- 
tice, and not to mail transmitted from 
one office to another. In 
effect this 


would be the beginning of a poat parcels 
system for if once .started even upon the 
scale endorsed, it is beyond question, but 
what the scope would be speedily enlarg- 
ed and before long take in the entire 
country. 


AMERICAN SOIL. 


The principle that foreign ships ara 


not, foreign territory in. our harbors 


should be firmly insisted upon otherwise 
we shall be witnessing all sorts of foreign 
methods in full sight of land. The firm- 
ness of United States Marshal Mayhew 
a few days since compelled a German 
vessel to surrender through a writ of 
habeas corpus, an alleged deserter the 
consul of that government had succeed- 
ed in inducing the New York city au- 
thorities to turn over to him. However, 
the boy was not such, having been de- 
tained from reporting on board his ves- 
sel by having been in prison in the city 
for disorderly conduct. Inside the three 
mile limit no foreign vessel 
officials 


should have any authority to make ar- 
rests or foreign consuls to send to con- 
finement on board without proper com- 
mittments from our courts. Otherwise 
the spectacle will be presented of for- 
eigners exercising absolute control on 
our own soil and of powers of life and 
death. 


AS TO THE COLOR. 


Oleomargarine is to be again aired at 


this session of congress. An attempt will 
be made to get reduced the taxing rale 
from ten to two cents per pound for the 
colored olco, though as to the uncolored 
oleo, the tax rate is but one-fourth of a 
cent per pound. It is asserted and not 
with out some show of justice, that as 
to the coloring feature, neither should 
the dairies and producers of butter be 
permitted to color their articles. 


The movement for relief from the ob- 


jectionable taxation of the ten cent rate 
is being engineered 
by 
Congressman 


Orovonor of Ohio, and General Grosven- 
or will be found a very able person to 
further anything he has concerned him- 
self with.

A GOOD PARTY I'OLICY. 


If the republican party 
in congre-s 


can avoid adding to the national bonded 
indebtedness certainly such would be an 
act of good politics. It may not be pos- 
sible however to build the Panama Canal 
without such additional bonus, but at 
least it might be tried as long as pos- 
sible to do so without. 
Sometime pri' 


vate citizens are often really benfittcd 
by being compelled to do the best with 
the resources within their control, nnd 
it might be the same with the general 
government if all running expenses had 
to be paid for out of the current re- 
ceipts. It has been shown much unnec- 
essary waste exists in government mat- 
ters and in the departments, well as ex- 
penditures authorized by congress, and 
while this of course will prevail under 
any political party still there is an op- 
portunity to exercise more rational econ- 
omy with the government expenditures 
and it would be very much to the credit 
of the party in power to set about thin. 
President Roosevelt in his plan of secur- 
ing reports ns through the Keep commis- 
sion, as to where this rational economy 
might be enforced is within the 
right 


lines. 
If indeed the 
republican 
party 


while in full power can build this Pan- 
ama canal without further bond issues 
it would be a great triumph. 


PIULIPPIXE SCHOOLS. 


The proposed measure for encourag- 


ing the schools of the Philippines copies 
after the law in existence for providing 
for the irrigation of our western arid 
districts, in that tho proceeds of the 
sales of government lands goes to the 
states in which the reclamation districts 
are located. The proposed 
Philippine 


law provides that of the receipts from 
Philippine public lands, forty per cent 
shall bu set aside for the purpose of 
the primary schools, and for the higher 
graded schools twenty per cent. These 
higher schools are designated as techni- 
cal or industrial. 


The encouragement provided bv con- 


gress in the law giving a subsidy of a 
reasonable interest upon railroad bonds 
issued for building purposes in (he is- 
lands with safeguards, will accomplish 
a great purpose. A thousand miles at. 
least of rail are provided for iu the pro- 
positions submitted to the government, 
nnd these when built will develop lauds 
now .debarred from reached for com- 
merce.

If to this bill is provided a posi- 
tive requirement compelling all train of- 
ficials in charge of running the train to 
come to a full stop within not less than 
a hundred feet of every crossing, no 
matter how such crossing may be guard- 
ed, a pronounced benefit will have been 
secured insuring still further the safety 
of those who ride by rail. To this might 
be. added as ouo requirement tlmt 
no 


railroad train employes should eject any 
passenger or person on the train 
be- 


tween stations. This would not entail 
liny hardship upon the 
railroad 
and 


would be an act of mercy 'to unfortun- 
ates who have been often thrown off or 
rejected for various reasons very often 
not their own fault. 


court in a case where two prominent 
citizens were convicted of-illegally fenc- 
ing in government land was, that 'the 
convicted should remain in the custody 
of the United States marshal for six 
hours. But even this preposterous sen- 
tence for illegal acts wss set aside by 
the marshall who turned over the. tv;o 
men into the cvistody of their own at- 
tornies. For this act President Roose- 
velt has order removed from office the 
offending federal official. 
Of course the 


president could not interfere with the 
travesty on justice but at least he could 
and did punish the official who even fail- 
ed to observe the sentence that was 
rendered. 


The work of developing the Philippines 


is now in full sway and improvements- 
under the legislation of a previous ses- 
sion of congress are to be undertaken. 
The government has lately opened at 
Washington bids for the construction of 
railroads, their maintenance and opera- 
tion, nnd the aggregate mileage is placed 
at 3,333 miles. These lines will be mili- 
tary roads and post routes, and are con- 
templated to be built on the islands of 
Luzon, Panay, Negroes, Cebu, Leyte and 
Sarnar,. and will be subject to the uses 
of the government of the Philippines and 
the United States governmentj for all 
purposes, the charges for such uses being 
subject to the approval of the secretary 
of war. 
Under the law the government 


may also direct how tho gross earnings 
may be applied, and if the conditions of 
the law have complied with, nil roads 
built under its provisions, will receive 
the government guarantees. 


A well developed system of railroads 


supplemented in places by steam trans- 
portation will accomplish a. great work 
for the.se islands and develop them for 
settlement. Millions of acres of the most 
fertile ground in the world lies ready for 
tho harvesting with millions more of im- 
mensely rich forest lands, much of the 
forest covered country containing very 
valuable timber. Then also to be consid- 
ered is the valuable mining lands, and 
metals iu abundance of 
almost every 


known kind are to be had for the labor 
of digging. 


As the railroads are gradually opened 


up immigration will be sure to come in 
and take up the land. The Filipinos are 
rapidly assuming settled habits, and in 
the now outlying districts order is being 
fully restored. New comers will take up 
the more valuable land, bofh agricultural 
and forest, and will take such proper ad- 
vantage of the native labor a.s to prove 
of great benefit to all concerned. 


The tobacco and sugar 
lands will, 


however, probably be the sure?t of re- 
turning profits and it is for this reason 
that all free trade between the islands 
nnd the home country is being resisted, 
though it is more probable congress, if 
free trade is provided for, will except 
these two interests, leaving a tariff of say 
25 per cent as protection to home grow- 
ers against the growers of the islands. 


In a number of naturalization fraud 


cases lately the government has lost its 
case, the courts deciding against the con- 
tentions 
of the government where li- 


censes to serve upon American register- 
ed vessels had been secured by means of 
bogus naturalization papers. The plea 
of no intention to do any wrong it seems 
was worked successfully and such plea 
can readily be worked by every foreign- 
er who has entered this country through 
these means, or secured positions tlmt 
he could not have secured unless a nat- 
uralization paper could be shown. Con- 
gress should at this session enact a com- 
prehensive naturalization law and pro- 
vide that every such document should 
only be issued from out of a United 
States court and upon more nnd better 
evidence than is now required that the 
applicant really understands something 
about the country he desires to be made 
a citizen of. The full five years term 
could be insisted upon before acquiring 
the right to vote with good results. 


In time all the overhead trolleys, tele- 


phone wires, electric wires and telegraph 
wires will go where they belong, under 
the ground. In several cities where the 
expiration of franchises has lead to the 
opportunit}' to change things, corpora- 
tions interested arc fighting hard against 
being compelled to place trolleys under 
ground and are taking courage because 
of 
«. seeming public indifference. 
All 


electric wires should be placed under the 
surface of the earth. Franchise or no 
franchise, the safety and the interests 
of 
the public are demanding this be 


done.

LABOR PROBLEM, PUZZLE 


Isthmian Canal Commission Has 


Great Difficulty. 


Strong: Ot>j ction to Passage of Bight- 


hour Law—Claimed Measure 


W if to t Millions. 


The annual report of the Isthmian ca- 


nal commission has been made public. 
The work of sanitation is dwelt upon at 
length and of this the report says: 


Four thousand one hundred man are 


now employed in the sanitary undertak- 
ing, and so effective has been this work 
that yellow fever has been virtually ex- 
tirpated from the Isthmus, as the statis- 
tics show, the number of cases being re- 
duced to lour in October, two resulting 
in death. 
In June and July the cases 


reached as high as fi2 and 42 with 10 and 
13 deaths respectively." 


The report then continues and says in 


part: 


DEATH RATE DECREASES. 


The mortality and hospital statistics 


bear witness to the success of the work 
of the health department 
during 
the 


.year. The constant ineffectiveness from 
all diseases among the laborers scatter- 
ed along the canal has at no time been 
as high'as 30 per 1.000. The death rate 
ou tlie Isthmus for the year has been 
about 53.73 per 1..000. but among the'eiii- 
ployos of the commission the rate of mor- 
tality has been only 24.30 
per 
1.000,

Comparisons with the records of the 


French are the best indication of what 
has been accomplished.

As 
compared with the best common labor in 
the United States, I doubt if their effic- 
iency cnn be rated at more than 33 per 
cent. Still this efficiency can be raised, 
and an improvement is already noticea- 
ble.

FOOD SUPPLY.

It is the 
quality of the fond rather than its priee 
which gives rise to complaint. Such fare

Takes Oath ot Office, LaFollette 


Leaving lor Capital. 


Inaugural Ceremonies Simple, But Im- 


pressive—Former Executive First 


to Extend Congratulations. 


MADISON, Jan. 2.—James O.T5avId 


son of Soldiers Grove, who has been lieu- 
tenaut,governor of Wisconsin during the 
Jast three years, was at noon yester- 
day inaugurated as governor to serve out 
the balance of the unexpired term of R 
M. La Follette, which ends a yea;.- from 
yesterday, Mr. La Follette left for 
Washington this morning to qualify as 
United States senator. 


The inaugural ceremonies, which were 


under tho direction of a committee oJ 
leatliiig citizens, were brief and simple 
They consisted of the administering ol 
the, oath of office at noon, and a roceptioa 
at 3 o'clock in the afternoon, both events 
taking place in the inner or south- par- 
lors of the executive office in the oapitol. 


All of the state officers except one, the 


chief justice of the supreme court, the 
members of Gov. Davi'dson's immediate 
family, Mrs. La Toilette, a large number 
of capital employes and a hundred lead- 
ing oi'tizeos were present at the formal 
inauguration, the administration of'the 
oath of office to the new. governor.' The 
scene was simple but impressive. 


ESCORTED BY SEN. LA FOLLETTE. 
Chairman Bashford 
stepped forward, 


and-atopping ifc front of the chief justice 
solid: 


"Chief Justice Cassoday: 
"The Hon. Robert M. La Follette hav- 


ing resigned as governor of Wisconsin, 
the duties of that office have devolved 
upon the lieutenant Governor, tho Hon. 
James 0. Davidson, who is present to 
take the constitutional oath and to entor 
upon the discharge of the duties of that 
high office." 


Mr. La Follotte then took Mr. David- 


son by the arm and escorted him to a 
position in front of the chief justice, 
who arose from his seat' as tho two ap- 
proached. Addressing Mr. Davidson the 
chief justice asked: 


fYou do solemnly swear that you will 


support the constitution of the United 
States and the constitution of the state 
of Wisconsin, and faithfully to discharge 
the duties of the office of the governor 
of Wisconsin to tho best of your ability, 
so help you God'!"

CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—"Build an airship, 


go find the north pole, and report by 
wireless telegraphy and submarine ca- 
bles the progress of your efforts." 


This was tho startling assignment giv- 


en a few days ago to Walter Wellman, 
Washington correspondent of the Chica- 
go Record-Herald, by Frank B. Noyos, 
editor in chief of the paper, and the com- 
mission has been accepted by Mr. Wcll- 
niau. As an assistant on this daring ex- 
pedition, Mr. Wellman will have the ser- 
vices of Alberto Saiitos-Dumont of Par- 
is, who will have charge of the construe 
tion of the airship and will act as aero- 
nautic director and pilot of the ship on 
its voyage toward tho north polo. The 
airship, the order for which has boon 
given, will be built by Louis Godard of 
Paris, under the supervision of M. San- 
tos-Dnmont, and will be completed by 
tho end of next April. 


TO START NEXT SUMMER. 


No definite date has as yet been decid- 


ed upon when the explorers will start on 
their journey, but it is expected that 
everything will be in readiness to get 
away next July or early in August. Af- 
ter completion the airship will have sev- 
eral trials in or about P;u'is3 and in June 
all the necessary tilings for tho journey 
will be assembled in Norway.

HIGH SPEED NOT REQUIRED.

From an easily reached ba^o 
of operations in northern Spitsbergen, 
we, have but 550 geographical miles to 
go to tho pole, and a like distance fnr 
tho return voyage.

It will be 
IOC foot long, rand its greatest diameter 
will be 40 foot. Besides 5,500 pounds of 
fuel, tho ship will also carry five men, a 
comfortable car to live in (which is also 
a boat in case of need., food and supplies 
for scvejity-fivo days,

B. McClellan began yesterday his second 
term as mayor, this time of four years. 
The ceremonies were few, as yesterday 
merely marked the opening of a new 
term, not a new government. A number 
of new heads of departments were sworn 
in, including Gen. Theodore A. Bingham, 
the new police commissioner.

I shall hold you 
to a strict and efficient performance of 
your duty, and should any of you fail 
in reaching the standard %yhich I shall 
require, I shall not hesitate to remove 
you., I ask of you but.one qualification 
in your subordinates, and that is effi- 
ciency. I shall expect you to consult 
with me upon any changes you may 
maka. 


"WANTS CLEAN GOVERNMENT. 
"In entering upon my last term of 


public office I do so with but one ambi- 
tion, and that is to fulfill my pre-elec- 
tion pledges; to give the city a clean, 
efficient, and honest government. 
If, at 


the end of six years' service as mayor, I 
can retire into provate life conscious 
thnt the city- has advanced in good gov- 
ernment and in civic righteousness, that 
municipal standards have been raised, 
and that I leave New York even a little 
better than I found her, I shall feel that 
six years of hard work have not been in 
vain."
